Carroll and an Englishman, who 
Is now with the fighting forces in 
Britain, invented the gadgets "way 
back when.” 
“At. that 
time,” 
says 
Carroll, 
“thrifty housewives gathered 
up 
the used razor blades and carted 
them to the corner drug store. Our 
machines did the rest.”
